Why does a man risk his life in a flaming building? 
“ It’s something I’ve been trying to figure out tor 23 
years,” Cowbell said. “I probably won’t even get :t if 
I’m a volunteer fireman for the next 23 years.” 
“Maybe you join because a friend of yours is in the 
fire company. Sometimes it’s because you like sitting 
around the firehouse and chewing the fat. A lot of guys 
like to fight fires. Goes* it’s why some other guys start 
fires. There’s a kick somewhere in it. 
“ And a lot of guys do it because they feel it’s a 
worthwhile way to help their community,” Cowell said. 
“After a while you hardly consider the motives. It 
gets undei your skin and when you hear the fire whistle, 
you jump. That’s all there is to it.” 
The motives of the volunteer fire fighter are not 
nearly as important as the fact that, except for Bristol 


The oldest piece of fire equipment in Lower

Borough’s seven paid truck drivers and a paid fire chief, 
Lower Bucks puts its fire fighting faith in these 3,000 
volunteers. 
Cowell estimates that there are approximately 6,000 
firemen from 65 companies defending life and property 
in Bucks, The volunteer firemen protect most all Penn­ 
sylvania communities except for scattered exceptions 
throughout the state, usually in the larger cities. 
‘Old Washy’ 
The volunteer Bucks fireman is no newcomer to 
the civic scene. The earliest recorded history in the county 
relates that Newtown had a company in 1796 and pur­ 
chased its first piece of equipment, a horse drawn wagon 
called, “Old Washy” for $14.63 with hooks and a ladder. 
Fire companies continue to spring up almost as fast 
as communities. Newest operating company is Notting­ 
ham in Bensalem Township which had to withstand the 
opposition of five other township companies and a court
